New York, February 21.—(4)— 
Transfer of the pulp producing indus- 
try from its traditional location in the 
north to the southern states by refor- 
esting 30,000,000 acres of available 
land in the turpentine belt was ad- 


dustrial consulant, as a solution for 
the deforestation of the north in an 
address today to the American Paper 
Land Pulp association’s annual conven- 
tien. 

Hlerty said capital invested in re- 
forestation in the south would be re- 
turned in ten years by planting the 
fast growing slash pine instead of the 
60 years’ cycle required by the plant- 
ing of northern spruce in the north.

It was a rain-Maked Atlanta which 
greeted the return of clear skies 
Thursday afternoon. Weather bureau 
records show that precipitation be- 
tween the hours of 7 o'clock Wednes- 
day night and 7 o'clock Thursday 
morning totalled 1.33 inches, while 
the whole amount was 1.66 inches. 
With this addition, the amount of 
rainfall for the month was increased 
to 5.06 inches, 1.33 inches in excess 
of the normal! figure and .6 of an inch 
more than the normal amount since 
January 1. 

While Atlanta was mostly engaged 
in an effort to keep from getting 
drenched, conditions of an _ entirely 
different nature prevailed in many 
sections of the south. Nashville was 
struggling with a 15-inch blanket of 
snow which demoralized local traffic 
and almost paralyzed the business 
district for several hours. A dearth 
of shoppers in the Tennessee capital 
caused one large department store to 
close its doors, while in other cities 
schools were closed and warehouse 
roofs collapsed under their unaccus- 
tomed burden. 

Gallatin, Tenn., had 14 to 17 inches 
of snow, according to unofficial fig- 
ures, the heaviest snowfall since 1886.

“It will be interesting,” says one of 
the younger generation, “to see how 
the first big heavyweight fight in the 
south gets by.” 

The first big heavyweight fight in 
the south? What about Fitchburg, 
Miss,., around July, 1887? At that 
spot a pair of fairly well-known heavy- 
weights by the name of John Law- 
rence Sullivan and Jake Kilrain fought 
some 75 rounds and, according to my 
old friend Otto Floto, who was pres- 
ent, quite a bit of fighting took place. 
_ As for the first big heavyweight 
in the south, how about the affair at 
New Orleans in September, 1892? On 
that date another pair fairly well- 
known to the public met under the 
names of John L., Sullivan and James 
J. Corbett. If this wasn't the most 
important heavyweight battle ever set 
in motion it will do until another 
comes along. It failed to build up any 
million-dollar gate, but it was the most 
decisive and most spectacular upset 
of them all and is still discussed after 
the lapse of 37 years. James J. Cor- 
bett, who played the star role in that 
last encounter, will be at the ringside 
when Sharkey and Stribling meet in 
the battle of the palms and pines, 
where the pines furnish the grand- 
stand and the palms supply the exte- 
rior decorations. 

One might also mention the clash 
between Fitzsimmons and Maher in 
Texas or. the brief epic between Cor- 
bett and Mitchell in Jacksonville, but 
the first two cases will stand up well 
enough as evidence that heavyweights 
of some prominence have met before 
on southern soil. It is a far ery from 
Fitchburg, Miss., to Miami Beach, Fla.

THOMAS A. EDISON 
THINKS HARDMAN 
IS REAL GOVERNOR 


Fort Myers, Fla., February 22.— 
United News.)—Thomas A. Edison 


Constitution. On this trip he 
interviewed many of the south- 
ern business and political lead- 
ers whose reports have been pre- 
sented to President-elect Hoover 
in Florida. Manly presents his 
independent findings in a series 
of articles, the third of which 
appears below. 

BY BASIL MANLY. 
(Copyright, 1929, by Basil Manly.) 
Washington, February 21.—In the 

plans for establishing a two-party 
system in the south, which President- 
elect Hoover is now considering, the 
principal points of which were out- 
lined in The Constitution yesterday, 
the great stumblingblock is the race 
problem. 

For more than half a century po- 
litical equality for the negro has been 
a fundamental doctrine of republican 
faith. It was the republican party 
which secured the adoption of the 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments 
to the constitution, which sought to 
establish equal rights for the negro 
in every section of the country. It 
was the republican party which fol- 
lowed up these amendments with the 
civil rights. bills and the “force bill” 
which authorized the use of federal 
troops to enforce these rights. Re- 
publican orators and republican plat- 
forms in every campaign since the 
civil war have proclaimed the right 
of the negro not only to vote but to 
hold any office for which he may be 
chosen. 

During more recent years this 
party has sponsored the Dyer anti- 
lynching bill, which passed the house 
of representatives with almost a solid 
republicah vote and was blocked in 
the senate only by a determined fili- 
buster of southern democratic sena- 


ltors under the leadership of the late 


Oscar W. Underwood, of Alabama. 
The republican platform of 19285, 
upon which Mr. Hoover was elected, 
pledged the party to “enact at the 
earliest possible date a federal anti- 
lynching law.” 

White Supremacy. 

Now as a basis for the movement 
to build an enduring republican party 
in the south, it is proposed to réor- 
ganize the party on a basis of white 
supremacy, eliminate the negro from 
all positions of power and trust, and 
suppress, for the present at least, all 
legislation, such as the Dyer anti- 
lynching bill, which is irritating ta 
the great body of southern voters. 

Every southern republican leader, 
every Hoover lieutenant, whom I in- 
terviewed during my recent survey 
of the south, declared that it was Im- 
possible to build up the party in that 
section unless it was reorganized un- 
der white leadership and ite 
only white candidates for office. This 
‘assented to even by such negro 
leaders as Walter Cohen, of New Or- 
leans, who told me that the south- 
ern negroes were quite ready to see 
the whites in full control of the party 
as well as the government, but felt 
that “the negro ought to have a voice 
in deciding which white man 1s to 
rule him.” 

The controlling influence of the 
race question in the south, if 1s con- 
tended, was revealed even in the last 
election, in spite of the dominant 
character of issues arising from re- 
ligion and prohibition.

a pressing problem. The democratic 
narty held only those southern states 
in which the negro population 
amounted to more than 55 per cent 
and where the race question was, 
therefore, most acute. 
Small Unit Influence. 

The influence of this issue appears 

even more clearly, it is argued, when 


the same platform of white suprem- 
acy that the democrats have tradi- 
tionally occupied. 

South Ready for Change. 


As far as the south is concerned, 
no diffieulty is expected in carrying 
out this program. The republican 
rank and file, as well as the leaders, 
would welcome it, because they be-- 
lieve it would remove the greatest ob- 
stacle to the progress of the party in 
that section. Even the southern ne- 
groes, only a few of whom vote, are 
not expected to be gre..tly concerned 
over such a policy, except in the case 
of those whom it would deprive of 
lucrative federal jobs and party po- 
sitions. 

Republican leaders in other sections, 
however, are inclined to view such a 
move with apprehension. They fear 
the possible consequences in the north 
and west of the abandonment by the 
party of its traditional attitude’ on 
this question, even if it should result 
in the upbuilding of a strong organi- 
zation in the south. And this anxiety 
is naturally keenest in the case of those 
senators and congressmen who come 
from northern states with large negro 
populations. 

The large negro migrations from the 
south to northern and western cities, 
during and since the world war, have 
given the colored voters in several 
states great political power. While 
the negro population, according to the 
census, has actually decreased during 
the last 15 years in Alabama, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Mississippi and Ten- 
nessee, it has shown large increases in 
Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, New York, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Washington and Baltimore are now 
the greatest negro centers in the world. 
Each of them has a larger colored 
population than any southern city. 
New York has three times as many 
negroes as Richmond; Chicago twice 
as many as Atlanta, and Philadelphia 
three times as many as Louisville, 

Even Los Angeles has more negroes 
than Dallas; Newark more than Fort 
Worth; St. Louis than Birmingham, 
and Cleveland than Houston, Texas. 

What Will Northern Negroes Do? 

What will the negroes of Harlem 
and of the “black belts” of Chicago, 
Indianapolis, Cleveland, Cincinnati, St.
